The records of t&« last -meeting 


were accepted and the usual batch 
of bills was approved and ordered 
paid. 


Mr. Hodgdon submitted the report 


of the committee on finance and an- 
nounced the estimates for 1903 The 
total amount needed by the schools, 
according to this report, •will be $45,- 
137 96 
The income 
from 
various 


sources, aside from the annual appro- 
priation1, is $5,789 07 and1 the amount 
needed from the city will, therefore, 
be $37,348 88 The cost of running 
the schools last year was $42,926 32. 
The report was accepted and adopted. 


On motion of Mr. Thayer, the sal- 


ary of Mrs. Powers, janitor of the 
Spalding school, -was increased to 
$16 50 p-sr month, -on account of ad- 
ditional work. Mr McCarthy moved 
that the increase date from the be- 
ginning of the ^thool year, and the

Waldo Pickett, treaiesurer of the 


class of 1903, Portsmouth High, school 
appeared before the board and an- 
nounced that the class had voted to 
set aside a sufficient -suon of money 
from the proceeds of its recent ben- 
efit to purchase a corner stone for a 
new High sahool building, the same | 
to be presented to the city. 


The proposed gift was 
accepted 


and a vote of thanks -extended to 
the class, on motion of Mr Martin 
It was suggested that fhe class be 
given, the privilege of 
laying 
the 


corner stone, in case a new building 
for the High, school should be ob- 
tained. 


Mr Hodgdon, for the special com- 


mittee, appointed at a previous meet- 
ing, 
presented! the following Teport, 


which was accepted:

Gentleimien: Your ccmimittee ap- 


pointed to investigate tine recommen- 
dations of the superintendent look- 
ing toward more room, offer 
here- 


with their report. 


Tha committee organized (by the 


choice of Charles E. 
Hodgdon as 


chairman. 


1. They recommend that such pu- 


pils now enrolled in the eighth grade 
as may be qualified at the end of the 
present school year 
to enter 
the 


ninth grade may be advanced to the 
High school instead of to the ninth 
grade, and that the course of study 
in the elementajry 'schools, not ini- 
ludmg the HndergaJrten, bc( eight 
years instead of nine. This recom- 
mendation is made in the belief that 
the work of the lower schools can 
be done in eight years as -well, or bet- 
ter than in nine. It Is, 'however, ex- 
pected that a room will in this way 
be made available at the Farragut 
and another at the 
Wbipiple, thus 


providing for two classes which could 
not otherwise be conveniently housed. 


It is understood that this arrange- 
ment throws an additional burden of, 
numbers on the High, setoooli bat 
your committee believes that the ex- 
tra number can b* accommodated at 
the High school while they cannot 
be in the lower schools, and that it 
is better thai this move should now 
be taken, while the present ninth 
grade is comparatively small rather 
than a year later when the ninth 
grade will be much larger. In- this 
connection, your "committe 
further 


recommends that the eighth grade 
teacher at the Whipple school act 
as reactor's, assistant, thus, conform- 
ing without extra expense to well es- 
tablished practice and putting 
the 


Whipple on tne same footing as the 
Parragut school in this resipect.

The committee finds that 
the 


normaJ increase of attendance ifo-T 
several years past has been nearly 
100 and that there are credible 
grounds fcr supposing that the ac- 
cessions at the beginning of the next 
school year will be 300 or more. The 
rooms which have been heretofore in 
use will no longer accommodate ev- 
en the normal increase There re- 
main at the disposal of the depart- 
ment two rooms at the Manning St. 
school, one room at the Peabody 
building ("Woman's Exchange), and 
the third stories of the Whipple and 
Farragut 
schools. 
Thet 
Franklin 


building, it is believed, could be re- 
modeled so as to accommodate about 
40 more pupils. The utilization, of the 
third stcries of the two buildings 
named is passed over as not being at 
present feasible, on account of the 
great expense and doubtful possibil- 
ity of heating It is recommended 
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M. S. WILLOT, PROPRIETOR 
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that the Franklin be remodeled, and 
Manning St. and Peabody buildings 
be made available, thus providing 
for about 150 additional pupils; and 
that thereafter 'private buildings be 
rented umtil such time as more ade- 
quate accommodations can be had. 


3. We find that immediate pro- 


vision for the needs of both High 
and lower schools is urgently nec- 
essary. We therefore offer the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 


Resolved, That the Board of In- 


struction re-affirms its 
action of 


March 5, 1901 and again represents 
o the city government that there is 
rgent n^ed of a new High school 
uildirg to accommodate the increas- 
d number of pupils in both the High 
nd the lower schools, and that the 
uestion has become a critical one 
emandmg immediate attention and 
jction. 


Resolved, That our representatives 


o the General Court be requested 
o use all honorable imeans to secure 
he passage of an act permitting the 
City of Portsmouth to borrow money 
or the erection of a schoolhouse or 
choolhouses, the same to be not 
ounted toward the city's statutory 
,e-bt limit 


4. "We find evidence from credible 
ources that during a period of sev- 
eral years to come the population of 
he city will be increasing and the 
question of more room is- likely to go

Few 
publishers bare any adequate idea of 
the immense storehouse of volumes In 
the world to which. are year by year 
added new works $a countless num- 
bers. Some idea of*tbe growth of lit- 
erature may be gained from the latest 
estimates that from 8,000 to 10,000 nor- 
els alone are published on an average 
every year the world over. The Japa- 
nese print over 450. India about 200, 
Egypt a dozen and Syria about the 
same number. Italy and Spain each 
publishes more than 500 novels. France 
perhaps COO, with Scandinavia close 
behind, liussla reaches about 1.000. 
England and Germany print more than 
any other countries — 1,513 novels, a 
great many of them for children, were 
put on the market last yea.r by the 
English and nearly 2,000 by the Ger, 
man publishers. Germany, the United 
States, Russia and India nave doubled 
in twenty years the number of publi- 
cations issued. Japan has multiplied 
its output five times since 1880. So 
have England and France.

Demurer of Beef Combine. 


When the federal department of jus- 


tice brought suit against leading beef 
and pork packers on the ground that 
they were in an illegal combine or 
trust, it will be remembered that the 
defendants boldly avowed their right to 
do what they had done and followed 
the declaration witb. the promise that 
they were ready at any time to produce 
their books and pagers in proof of their 
contention that the high prices were 
justified by the condition of the mar- 
ket. 


Now, when the government asks 


that these books and papers be placed 
in evidence, the packers ans~er vrith a 
demurrer, practically defying the au- 
thorities. What is the inference to be 
drawn from this action? If the ad- 
vance in the price of beef has. been 
wholly natural and the conditions of 
trade have been as set forth by the 
defendants, the most complete answer 
as well as the easiest would be for 
them to produce the proof obtainable 
from their books. When, after having 
asserted their readiness to do this, they 
promptly back down when confronted 
with a demand to that effect, the public 
can only suppose that the production of 
the documents would not sustain the 
claim. The contention of the packers 
that the publication of the details of 
their business would benefit rivals is 
untenable since the combine has no 
rivals.

Cotton Growiug In Sierra Leone. 
From the recent address of Sir 


Charles King Harmon, governor of the 
British colony of Sierra Leone, before 
the African section of the Manchester 
chamber of commerce it does not ap- 
pear that much progress has been made 
toward growing cotton 011 an extensive 
scale in Sfnegambia, which some peo- 
ple have intimated might in time be a 
strong rival to our southern states in 
the production" of this great textile 
staple. 


Sir Charles said that four things 


were necesanij to a satisfactory start 
in cotton growing in this section of 
Africa—namely, seed, capital, land and 
labor. The first two, he supposed, the 
association would be willing to supply. 
Ho had already received a quantity of 
seed. 
This Ur.d been distributed in 


various parts of tho protectorate, and 
when ho returned to Africa he expect- 
ed to loarn the result of the experi- 
mental planting. As to the land nec- 
essary, the gfncnimeut would be an- 
sv.-erablc for that and would seel: the 
co-operation •'•'• 'tie chiefs to obtain a 
proper supply of labor. 
One of the 


chief difficulties to be surmounted. Sir 
Charles said in conclusion, was the at- 
titude of the natives, xvho regarded 
every white man with extreme sus- 
picion. 


Thus it would appear that our south- 


ern cotton planters need have at least 
no immediate fear that their product 
will be crowded out of the world's 
market by African cotton.

PENSION DAY WITH THE HOUSE 


Interesting Colloquy Between Repre- 


sentatives Sutloway and Bartiett. 


Last Friday was pension day with

sion. Poor men, who otherwise would 
have to be supported in alm&houses, 
are hired to break these stones and 
then are trained to the work of repair- 
ing the roadbeds. 


''The money to pay the men is made 


by auctioneering off to the highest bid-- 
der the crops of fruit trees that were 
planted on both sides of tbe highway 
when it was built and which was nour- 
ished well by the manure that falls 
along the road and is pushed at inter- 
vals by the road tender upon their 
roots. The purchaser of the crop sees 
to it that his fruit is not stolen. The 
road commissioners have no bother 
about that. And although the sale be 
by auction it b^ngs in considerable. 
Every burgher knows how much, be- 
cause the sales of highway fruit crops 
are published to the local newspapers." 


UNIMPROVED ROADS. 


How They Affect the Cost of Trans- 


portation. 


F. B. Hitchcock, chief of the bureau 


of foreign markets, gave an interesting 
address at the North Dakota good 
roads convention. The subject of trans- 
portation is one of the most important 
matters that have to be considered by 
Mr. Hitchcock's bureau, and in the 
course of his remarks he stated that it 
was of as muc b interest to his depart- 
ment to have the cost of transportation 
between the farm and town reduced to 
a minimum as it was to reduce the cost 
to the coast or from Boston to Liver- 
pool. 


Poor roads from the faina to tho mar- 


ket figure in foreign competition, and 
it ia a known fact that taking the aver- 
ago haul of tea miles to market at 25 
cents per ton per mile, the cost being 
$2.30, the amount is twice that charged 
for transporting tbe same produce froifi 
Boston to Liverpool. Thirty jears ago 
it cost 30 cents for transporting wheat 
from Chicago to J'ew York, while it 
now costs 9 cents, cud where it former- 
ly cost $10 from New York to Liver- 
pool it now costs 5-1.50. 


The cost of transportation has been 


reduced very materially iu every way 
except from the farm to the market, 
which still remains the same as thirty 
years ago, and all because of unim- 
proved roads. 


Use of the Road Roller. 


If you uso a roller, remember that 


the sides of the roads should have youi' 
flrbt attention and that the work of 
compacting the layers of gravel should 
proceed from each side toward the cen- 
ter so as to counteract tbe tendency of 
the gravel to work oat from tho cen- 
ter toward the s'des. 
The woik of* 


rolling will ganerally go on more quick- 
ly and thoroughly if the gravel is slight- 
ly moistened in advance of tho rolloi, 
and this is particularly important in 
putting down the top or surface layer.

prisoners convicted of misdemeanors 
only may be assigned to work on the 
public roads, and for these the sentence 
does not usually exceed a year, which, 
when the costs are added, maj' be there- 
by extended to nearly two years in ex- 
treme caves. In Alabama, in a few 
wises, all .ablebodied male prisoners 
whose terms of sentence do not exceed 
two years may be assigned to work on 
the public roads. In South Carolina 
this limit Is extended to five years and 
in North Carolina to ten years. 
J 


The- experience in North Carolina 


during the past ten years has shqwa 
that all the ablebodied male prisoners 
whose terms of sentence do not exceed 
ten years may be successfully employ- 
ed at the ordinary work of highway 
improvement. Many such prisoners in 
different southern states whose terms 
of sentence range between one and ten 
years are now employed under either 
the lease or contract system or under" 
state control, and are working on 
farms or in mines and factories. All 
of these might be employed in improv- 
ing the public highways. The expense 
entailed would not be great, the diffi- 
culties which seem to stand in the way 
•would disappear in practice, and the re- 
sult would be of incalculable benefit in 
helping along industrial and education- 
al development in each of these states. 


As a rule, it has not been found 


economical to work convicts on the 
public roads when the squad consisted 
of less than eight or ten men. It is 
customary to have one guard for each 
ten or fifteen men, and of course this 
one guard would be necessary even 
were there only one or two men in the 
squad. In addition to the guards, there 
is usually a superintchdent of the work; 
consequently this work is carried on 
most efficiently when the road force 
or camp contains from thirty to fifty 
men. When the number of convicts 
to be employed"on the reads in any 
county is more than fifty or sixty, It 
has been found better to divide the 
force into two squads or camps, each 
having its own local superintendent 
and guards. 


It Is usually urged against this sys- 


tem of roadbuilding that it offers too 
many opportunities for the escape of 
prisoners. Experience in many coun- 
ties, however, has shown that the aver- 
age annual escapes amoxmt to less than 
2 per cent, and the few who do

Good roads wherever built are their 


own best advocates, for it does not 
take a community long to see and ap- 
preciate their value.

Wa«1ilng;ton Laboratory Tests Mlsrli- 


•way Materials Free of Charge. 


The road material laboratory, which 


was established in December, 1900, in 
co-operation with the office of public 
road inquiries, tests road materials of 
all descriptions free of charge for prac- 
tical roadbuilders throughout the coun- 
try, says the secretary of agriculture in 
his annual report 


Those interested in the construction 


of a road have only to send samples of 
their available materials to this labora- 
tory and iiave the roadmaktng qualities 
of these materials determined. In tho 
case of materials for macadam roads 
the resistance of wear to rock, its ce- 
menting value, hardness, toughness Jiud 
absor-ptlveness are determined. After 
such tests are made it is possible to pre- 
dict which material will give the best 
practical results under a given traffic. 


Only practical roadbuilders i of much 


experience realize the large amount of 
money which can be wasted through an 
improper selection of material. There 
are generally several materials availa- 
ble in every locality, and the difficulty 
of selecting the most suitable for a par- 
ticular- road is evident. The only way 
a proper selection can be made within 
a reasonable time is by means of phys- 
ical and chemical laboratory tests. 


The laboratory is now equipped for 


the testing of road materials of every 
description as well as cement and con- 
crete for drains and highway bridges. 
The large number of samples received 
from all parts of the country, including 
our island possessions, attest tue value 
which practical roadbuilders place up- 
on these laboratory tests.

Sagamore 
creek 
was 
not 
large 


enough to 
acco-inlinodute 
all 
the 


smallpox cases- that had been discov- 
ered. 
While there were but three 


patients it was all right r but when a 
fourth cas« was found, more room 
was neded, so the three patients al- 
ready at the hospital were removed to 
the almshouse and the 
fourth 
one 


taken there also. 


For the moving of smallpox patients 


the health officers have procured an 
ambulance of hteir own— an ancient 
hack that years ago saw its 
best 


days, but which answers its present 
tmrpose very well. When the disease 
is stamped cut, which they 
expect 


will be effected in a short time, the> 
will disinfect this impromptu ambu- 
lance by burning it up. The officials 
have acted with energy since the dis- 
ease appeared, and there has been 
nothing that could be called a general 
scare about it, although, of course, 
nobody wants it in the city. 


The question is asked, 
and not 


without reason, why if the city hospi- 
tal is not large enough to meet tho 
demands that may reasonably be ex- 
pected to be made on it at some time, 
it has not been enlarged when there 
was time enough in which to do it? 
A contagious disease hospital 
that 


can accommodate but three patients 
Is evidently absurdly inadequate to 
che possible needs cf a city of 10,000 
cr 12,noo inhabitants. 


The lack of a decent-sizeu hospital 


is not due to a lack of land to build 
one on; the city own© a 25 acre lot 
on the 
shore of Sagamore creek, 


bought in 1895 or '96, with the small 
farmhouse thercn for $3,000. 


Probably not one in twenty of the 


city's taxpayers ever saw the place. It 
is at the end of Jcnes avenue, and 
JOHQS avenue ends at the- bank of the 
creek. 
It is said there used, to be 


another highway oa the opposite side 
of tho creek, which was discontinued 
after Sagamore road was opened in 
185f>, and that teams used to drive 
across at low water, foot passengers 
1 oing ferried across at -high tide in 
small boat. 
Since the opening of the 


new road tho visitors to the lower 
end of Jcnes avenue have not been 
numerous. 
There has been nothing 


to take people there. 


At the time the city 'bought this 


land a report was current 
around 


town that a 10-foot strip along one 
side of the lot, where it adjoined the 
land of another owner, had not been 
included in the purchase, 
but 
had 


Jbecn left in 'possession of the former 
owner of the farm, under such condi- 
tions, however, as would preclude it 
over being disposed of! or used in any 
manner that would be prsjudteal to 
the city. 
. .The object of leaving this strip out 
of the purchase was, it was stated, 
to shield the city from any liability
